That’s the see saw picture of the costs of local 
government and schools uncovered this summer 
by a survey the Courier - Times has taken of 19 
Lower Bucks County municipalities. 


If you

Some Stay Same 


And if you’re lucky enough to live in Morris­ 
ville or Langhorne Manor your local tax bill will be 
the same as it was last year but you’ll save $1.50 
because the county taxes have dropped to that 
slight extent. 


The increase in Falls and Bristol Townships 
and Yardley Borough was only $1.50. But in historic 
Newtown Borough it was a whopping $37.50, due 
to a doubling of the occupational tax for school 
purposes from 40 mills to 80 mills. 


Hulmeville residents come off best; their taxes 
dropped the most, $25.50. 


Assessed At $3,000 


In computing these figures, the Courier-Times 
has taken, as an example, a family that owns real 
estate with an assessed valuation of $3,000. 


It also has assumed that the

The highest tax bill for the

again is in Newtown Township, 
where it will total $353. The low­

Manor, $194.40. Geographically, 
the two municipalities are only 
a hop and a jump apart; tax- 
wise, the difference is $158.60. 


The Courier-Times has been 
publishing a similar tax chart

There is no 
such thing as conventional nu­ 
clear weapons.” 
He referred to a statement 
by Coldwater in a speech Aug. 
25. The GOP presidential nom­ 
inee told the Veterans of For­ 
eign Wars convention in Cleve­ 
land that “a way must be de­ 
veloped to provide NATO with 
its own stock of small, tactical 
battlefield weapons—what may 
truly

w eapons.” 
Johnson, with an emotional 
tremor in his voice, told the 
crowd that “for 19 peril-filled 
years no nation has loosed the 
atom against another. To do so 
now is a political decision of 
the highest order.

whose 
outcome 
none may know. No president 
of the United States can divest 
himself of the responsibility for 
such a decision. 
“ Modern
